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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Hollis: 

I  herewith .  tender  my  first  annual  report.  As  you  well 
know,  the  year  about  which  I  am  to  report  was  largely  with- 
in another's  administration.  Therefore,  I  beg  your  indul- 
gence if  this  is  not  as  complete  as  expected.  A  statement 
recently  caught  my  eye:  "A  beginning  administrator  should 
not  be  too  aggressive  but  should  adopt  the  normal  course 
and  gradually  work  in  his  changes."  Without  too  much  em- 
phasis on  the  last  part  of  the  statement,  these  sentiments 
are  mine.  It  is  my  plan  to  adjust  myself  to  the  organization 
as  I  come  into  it  to  suggest  changes  only  as  the  need  arises 
or  a  change  will  better  serve  the  pupils  in  the  schools.  There 
can  be  little  dispute  of  the  fact  that  everything  must  con- 
tribute to  pupil  welfare.  We  must  weigh  and  measure  every 
procedure  in  these  terms. 

PERSONNEL 

The  present  school  year  opened  with  two  changes  in 
the  teaching  staff.  Mr.  Fred  W.  Snell  of  Lisbon  was  elected 
Headmaster  to  take  the  place  of  Mr.  Chase.  Mr.  Snell  has 
had  several  years  experience  as  a  teacher  and  submaster 
in  Lisbon  and  has  prepared  himself  for  this  new  position  by 
qualifying  for  a  Master's  degree  at  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire.  He  is  giving  a  good  account  of  himself  in  this 
school,  making  his  influence  felt  more  and  m.ore  as  the 
year's  work  progresses.  The  other  change  in  personnel  in- 
volves the  replacement  of  Miss  Taylor  with  Miss  Arline 
Waite.  Miss  Waite  is  a  1939  graduate  of  Worcester  State 
Teachers'  College.  She  is  giving  conscientious  and  faithful 
service  as  a  beginning  teacher  in  your  system. 

An  additional  member  of  the  staff  for  the  first  half 
of  this  year  has  been  Mr.  Eli  Jamgochian  of  Salem  and  the 
University  of  New  Hampshire.  He  came  as  a  cadet  to  ob- 
serve and  do  practice  teaching  in  agriculture.  Hs  has 
proved  to  be  very  helpful  and  his  work  acceptable. 
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The  other  members  of  the  staff  continy.e  and  are  as 
follows:  Miss  Pearl  Rideout,  Mr.  Parker  Blodgett,  Mrs.  Mad- 
eline Denault,  Miss  Lucinda  Read,  Miss  Emma  Pitmian  and 
Mr.  John  Priske. 

ACCOMPLISHMENTS 

I  can  but  briefly  give  you  information  upon  this  sub- 
ject as  it  pertains  to  the  year  before  I  began  service.  How- 
ever, I  like  to  report  on  pupil  achievements.  It  is  the  phase 
of  the  work  I  m.ost  enjoy.  I  refer  you  to  the  last  of  pupils 
neither  absent  nor  tardy  as  one  achievement.  Pupils  as  well 
as  parents  are  to  be  com.mended  for  the  efforts  shown  Then 
you  will  be  interested  to  know  that  of  the  one  hundred 
seventy-eight  children  in  your  schools  93%  of  them  re- 
ceived promotion.  This  high  figure  is  indicative  of  good 
teaching  as  well  as  pupil  achievement.  I  hope  to  be  more 
specific  in  regard  to  achievements  in  the  next  report. 

FINANCIAL  DATA 

Recent  reports  from  the  State  Board  of  Education  re- 
veal the  figures  given  below.  They  show  the  financial  burden 
to  support  schools  in  your  district  as  compared  with  some 
other  districts.  The  value  of  state-aid  is  well  illustrated  in 
the  tabulation.

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CONCLUSION

but  the  education  some  are  to  receive  m.ust  be  varied  to 
meet  needs  and  capacity  for  attainment.  Hence,  a  broad 
program  of  subject  matter  is  offered.  The  majority  can 
assimilate  the  usual  program.  The  few  who  cannot  compel, 
unfortunately,  for  our  finances  a  wide  latitude  of  selection, 
yet  each  and  every  one  is  a  member  of  our  American  de- 
mocracy and  must  be  served  to  the  best  of  our  ability.  Such 
is  the  aim  of  present  day  education. 

I  am  especially  grateful  to  the  citizens  of  Hollis  for 
their  cordiality  and  friendly  attitude.  My  contacts  in  your 
midst  have  been  very  pleasant.  I  am  further  appreciative  of 
the  active  interest  of  the  School  Board  and  the  conscien- 
tious efforts  of  your  local  teachers.  I  believe  we  are  work- 
ing cooperatively  to  further  the  interest  of  childhood  which 
will  lead  to  good  citizenship  as  youth  assumes  the  cares  of 
management  in  due  season.

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REPORT  OF  HEADMASTER  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL

I  herewith  submit  my  first  report  as  Headmaster  of 
Holhs  High  School. 

Education  has  been  given  numerous  definitions,  some 
in  parts  contradictory  but  all  deal  directly  with  the  individ- 
ual. Today,  with  the  world  filled  with  so  many  different 
ideologies,  we  as  educators  should  strive  to  inculate  in 
the  minds  of  our  pupils  those  ideals  which  will  best  fit  them, 
for  life  once  they  have  left  behind  them  their  days  in  Hollis 
Center  School,  We  are  in  the  dark  concerning  what  the  fu- 
ture holds  in  store  for  them,  but  are;  cognizant  of  our  re- 
sponsibility which  is  to  do  all  in  our  power  to  safegaari 
and  perpetuate  those  ideals  of  democratic  living  and  the 
democratic  form  of  government.  We  must  train  our  boys 
and  girls  to  live  in  a  democracy  in  such  a  manner  that  they 
will  know  and  fit  into  the  American  way  of  life. 

The  children  of  Hollis  are  being  given  the  opportunity 
for  this  sort  of  training.  The  courses  of  study  as  provided 
include  the  following  with  the  September  enrollment:

Since  no  two  individuals  possess  the  same  identical  traits, 
and  we  as  teachers  are  called  upon  periodically  to  measure 
their  progress  it  was  felt  that  a  wider  scale  for  marking  the 
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pupils  was  needed.  Hence  the  five  point  system  of  A-B-C-D-F 
was  instituted,  or  rather  revived,  as  the  case  of  Hollis.  A  in- 
dicating superior  work,  B  indicating  good  work,  C  indicating 
average  work  D  indicating  poor  work,  and  F  indicating  fail- 
ure. The  mark  a  pupil  attains  measures  the  achievement  he 
has  made  in  that  particular  subject.  This  change  seems  to 
be  working  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  community. 

The  school,  again  as  in  the  past,  is  sponsoring  the  Asso- 
ciation in  which  all  the  pupils  are  members.  The  various  ac- 
tivities of  the  school  are  sponsored  by  the  Association.  Some 
of  these  include  the  annual  Senior  Play  under  the  able  direc- 
tion of  Miss  Rideout,  Hallowe'en  Party,  Sliding  Party,  Christ- 
mas Party,  and  the  publication  of  a  school  paper.  The  play 
chosen  for  presentation  this  year  was  "A  Good  Egg."  A  some- 
what new  activity  was  introduced  this  year  in  the  form  of  the 
publication  of  a  school  paper.  The  staff,  considering  it  their 
first  venture  in  journalism,  did  an  excellent  piece  of  work. 
The  fact  that  it  was  printed  on  borrowed  machinery  during 
what  spare  moments  could  be  found  makes  it  all  the  more 
valuable  to  those  gaining  the  experience  in  that  field.  Basket- 
ball continued  to  hold  the  spotlight  throughout  the  wintei' 
months  and  although  we  have  met  with  only  nominal  suc- 
cess the  boys  and  girls  have  demonstrated  that  they  havo 
the  ability  to  work  together  and  have  displayed  a  high  de- 
gree of  sportsmanship  on  the  playing  court.  The  music,  again 
under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Priske,  plays  an  important  part 
in  molding  the  minds  of  the  pupils.  Plans  are  now  in  progress 
for  the  presentation  of  an  Operetta  in  the  spring.

While  the  percentage  of  attendance  for  Hollis  School  is 
not  too  alarmingly  low,  it  is  of  concern  to  the  administration. 
An  undue  amount  of  absences  necessarily  affects  the  type 
of  work  a  pupil  is  doing.  It  behooves  each  parent  to  see  thai 
each  child  in  their  care  is  sent  to  school  each  day  it  is  in  ses- 
sion unless  prevailing  circumstances  prevent  it,  I  am  more 
concerned  with  the  great  number  of  tardinesses  which  we 
have  had  in  the  school.  Ideals  of  punctuality  ought  to  be  in- 
stilled in  the  minds  of  the  pupil  and  the  parent.  The  late- 
comer disturbs  the  school  and  most  certainly  disturbs  our 
records.  It  is  the  wish  of  the  teachers  that  there  be  a  closer 
cooperation  between  the  home  and  the  school  to  the  end  that 
we  eliminate  all  unnecessary  tardiness  cases  and  absences  by 
instilling  in  the  pupil  the  habit  of  attendance  and  punctual- 
ity. 

The  following  graduated  from  Hollis  High  School  m 
June  1939:  William  Frost,  Forrest  Hayden,  Elaine  Boulton, 
Harold  Hills,  Henry  Hills,  Lucille  Page,  and  Austin  Park- 
hurst.  Of  these  four  are  continuing  their  education  in  Uni- 
versities, Colleges,  or  Business  Schools. 

The  records  made  by  the  pupils  graduating  from  Hollis 
in  post  secondary  institutions  speak  well  for  the  school.  We 
can  well  be  proud  of  a  school  which  is  consistently  producing 
pupils  who  can  compete  with  pupils  of  larger  schools  and 
make  commendable  showings. 

I  cannot  close  my  report  without  mentioning  the  fine 
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spirit  which  exists  among  the  teaching  staff.  I  have  found 
them  most  wiUing  to  assume  duties  and  extra-curricular  task& 
and  carrying  them  out  in  a  fine  manner.

In  September  all  of  the  school  children  were  given  a 
thorough  Physical  Examination  by  Dr.  Abbott  Winograd, 
School  Doctor,  followed  by  a  blood  pressure  check  on  the 
athletic  group  to  determine  their  fitness  for  such  activities. 

Where  defects  were  found  parents  were  notified  of  same 
and  advised  to  have  corrections  made. 

Dr.  Robert  Kerr,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Irene  Birchell  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Tuberculosis  Association,  generously  gave 
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his  time  to  skin-testing  the  Junior  High  and  High  School  pu- 
pils, whose  parents  desired  it.  Those  reacting  to  the  test  were 
X-rayed,  after  which  Dr.  Kerr  returned  to  read  the  X-rays 
and  thoroughly  examined  and  explained  to  their  parents  his 
findings. 

Our  annual  dental  clinic,  held  in  the  Spring  was  very 
well  patronized.  We  are  now  having  an  abundance  of  fruiu 
in  all  grades  in  school,  supplied  from  the  Surplus  Commodi- 
ties; this,  no  doubt,  will  help  to  promote  better  health  in  the 
children,  due  to  the  fact  that  there  is  no  hot  lunches  in  school 

With  the  exception  of  a  break  in  the  attendance  in  the 
Fall,  due  to  colds  and  sore  throats,  the  health  of  the  pupils 
has  been  very  good. 

The  splendid  cooperation  of  teachers  and  parents  help 
to  carry  on  a  successful  health  program  in  the  school.
